DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Claims 63-74 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 12/26/06. 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 35-62 in the reply filed on 
12/26/06 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that "both claim groups 
relate to a single inventive concept since a function of a printer or copier and processing 
unit as well my be activated from a single point of operation/user interface. This is not 
found persuasive because the first group is a printer with a graphical user and the 
second group is a graphical user with different sections. Each group of invention 
requires a different search, i.e. the search required for group I is not the same as the 
search for group II. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "32" has been used to designate both graphical user 
interface and menu entry (page 10, lines 22 and 26). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
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only one figure Is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheef pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in sectton 102 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 57-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yamade (2001/0030755) in view of Anderson et al. (6,850,337). 

Yamade discloses a printing system having a printing unit 20; at least one 
processing unit 1 1 or 12; and a data processing unit or PCs 3 for controlling and 
monitoring execution of print jobs and providing a PC screen. Note page 2, paragraphs 
[0023], [0027], and [0028]. 

Yamade differs from the instant invention by not disclosing the PC screen has a 
graphical user Interface. 

Anderson et al. discloses a computer such as a PC 22 that generates print job 
data 43 by one or more instructions provided through an operating system 23a and a 
graphical user interface 23e, The PC 22 communicates to printer 26 via network 24. 
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Note column 3, line 66 - column 4, line 12. The computer 22 may include hand-held 
devices, multiprocessor systems, microprocessor-based or programmable consumer 
electronics, network PCs, minicomputers, mainframe computers, and the like (note 
column 3, lines 61-65). 

It was obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the Invention was 
made to modify the apparatus and method of Yamade with that of Anderson et al. so 
that more options for printing can be obtained. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 35-56 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The prior art nrade of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ducato et al., Kidani et a!., Anderson et al. (034), Kamimoto et 
al., Jackelen, Altrieth, III et al., Olsen et al., and Daughton et al. disclose art in printers.
